We have been tempted further than wr 
intended to go on this subject. We now 
return to more tangible su alters, at pru * 
hably most of our readert will consider 
them. 

We had lately occasion lo consider the 
state of the capital, at least that in the 
Bankers' hands, beluuging to the colony, 
or contributed in England for its use. We 
concludedfrumoiiriiivestigtliotiatthaliimt 
that a large surplus of unemployed money 
already eaitted within ihe colony, and 
that a bank fund of at least equal amount 
waited eltewhete for introduction, aa soon 
as circumstances ihouM seem favourable. 
We thowed also that there was reason lo 
hope a yearly surplus of money wunld 
accrue lo the colony iu consequence u f 
the value of her n porta exceeding thai of 
her imports. We thowed thai in conse- 
quence of these circumstances tsjmbined, 
and eren of the last alone, the producer 
of colonial eiportt was tubject to an 
annual tss in ihe form of discount of 
eiclutnge, which went partly to lighten 
the txpenstsi of the contumrr <>i the 
imported raminoditjes. We concluded by 
taring, ■' That the ouly permanent and 
effectual retsiedy for this Male of things 
Wat to increase the imports. " 

The ptetcul distribution of the money 
surplus referred to may be junly de,,,,,,,,'- 
atted unnatural, uusmuch as a higher in- 
terest than the average pmrits of industry 
warrant it demanded and obtained for such 

Cm uf it at it lent, while for the very 
portion unemployed nu interest what- 
ever can be had. This apparently contra- 
dictory circumstance duet nut arise from 
Ihe quantity of money being ai present ex- 
ceaalre, aa cum pared with the wants of 
the colony generally, or with its legiti- 
■nate rsatti uf employing it, bm fruni 
olher pecoluuitiea iu in tiiuatiun. These 
mty be summed aa in two eapmaions— 
the unsatisfactory nature ..f the tecuriliea, 
and the misconceptions at lo the rewiurces 
uf the roLooy.

In our number uf the Itl ultimo, we 
thowed the prog re at of our imports and 
et purls, at far as regards their declared 
value, from the year I it 26 to the year 
1844 j and on the jUth of that month, 
sre traced the proportion between the 
numbers of our population and the quan- 
tities of wool exported, from IHii to 
184*. It may now be inte retting to 
examine the average value of our impurta 
and exports in relation to each head uf 
the community.
